His  wife  Jini  Choe  has  moved  to  a different  apartment  already 
so  we  have  no  idea  if  the  case  was  ever  solved  bee.  there  was  yelling  on  the  night  he  was  hit  on  the  head.  It  could  be  those 
homeless  burglars  that  enters  apartment  complex  carpark.  So  many  people  also  pass  by  that  corner  to  reach  the  train  station 
like  nursing  students  that  live  near  this  street,  etc.
